1.  Patients  requiring  admission  shall  attend  the  Out- 
Patient  Department  for  examination  by  a  Member  of 
the  Visiting  Medical  Staff.  It  is  desirable  that  the 
patient  should  bring  a  letter  from  his  or  her  private 
doctor. 

2.  Emergencies  shall  be  admitted  at  any  time,  but  the  pat¬ 
ient’s  doctor  should  telephone  to  the  House  Surgeon  or, 
in  his  absence,  to  the  Matron,  in  order  to  ascertain 
whether  a  bed  is  available. 

3.  No  case  shall  be  accepted  for  admission  to  the  General 
Hospital  which  is  within  the  following  category 

(a)  Cases  deemed  incurable  after  due  examination. 

(b)  Cases  so  tedious  of  cure  as  to  preclude  for  a  con¬ 
siderable  period  the  admission  of  more  urgent 
cases. 

(c)  Cases  which  are  more  properly  objects  for  paro¬ 
chial  relief* 

(d)  Infectious  and  other  diseases  which  might  en¬ 
danger  other  patients. 

(e)  Mental  cases, 

(f)  Cases  likely  to  be  aggravated  rather  than  cured 
by  confinement  to  a  Hospital  Ward,  but  such 
cases,  if  deemed  proper  objects,  shall  receive 
treatment  as  Out-Patients. 

(g)  Veneral  diseases. 

4.  All  Patients — or  their  relatives  in  cases  of  emergency — 
shall  be  interviewed  by  the  Lady  Almoner  betore  ad¬ 
mission  to  the  Wards. 

5.  The  undermentioned  fees  shall  be  charged  towards  the 
cost  of  maintenance  : — 

Medical  Cases — £1  Is.  per  week. 

Surgical  Cases — £1  11s.  6d.  per  week. 

Patients  are  required  to  bring  face  flannel,  soap,  towel, 
tooth-brush,  brush  and  comb,  change  of  linen,  dressing 
gown  and  slippers.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  OF  MANAGEMENT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1932 


A  scheme  for  the  thorough  redecoration  and  preserva¬ 
tion  of  the  fabric  of  the  Hospital,  which  was  executed 
during  the  past  year,  and  which  is  dealt  with  more 
fully  at  a  later  stage  in  this  Report,  reduced  the  accom¬ 
modation  available  for  the  treatment  of  both  In-patients 
and  Out-patients,  and  whilst  neither  department  was 
actually  closed,  the  number  of  cases  had  to  be  strictly 
limited  whilst  such  operations  were  in  progress.  A 
diminution  in  the  Hospital’s  activities  was  one  of  the 
inevitable  results  of  such  an  undertaking,  and  this  is 
clearly  demonstrated  by  the  undermentioned  figures  : —

It  must  be  mentioned  here,  however,  that  the  number 
of  sufferers  seeking  the  Institution’s  aid  appeared  to  be 
decidedly  greater  than  for  some  time  past,  and  it  is  a 
significant  fact  that  whilst  the  Italian  Colony  in  London 
is  undeniably  diminishing,  the  number  of  sick  Italians 
desiring  to  take  advantage  of  the  privileges  afforded  by  the 
Hospital  showed  a  definite  increase.  Your  Committee 
cannot  but  believe  this  to  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the 
increasing  popularity  of  the  Charity  and  of  its  having 
found  its  true  place  in  the  hearts  of  those  to  whom  it 
ministers. 
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The  bed  complement  remained  unchanged,  viz.,  42, 
but  the  average  number  open  was  38.  The  average 
number  in  occupation  was  30.6,  as  compared  with  33 
for  the  previous  year. 

Before  commenting  upon  the  items  included  under 
the  various  headings  of  income  and  expenditure,  your 
Committee  must  record  their  deep  appreciation  for  the 
self-sacrificing  and  loyal  help  given  by  many  of  the 
Hospital’s  friends. 

Notwithstanding  the  grave  financial  difficulties  and 
unpromising  outlook  of  the  past  year  the  generosity  of 
subscribers  and  donors  more  than  justified  the  Com¬ 
mittee’s  belief  that  no  further  scheme  of  retrenchment 
would  be  acceptable  which  would  impair  the  Charity’s 
task  of  alleviating  bodily  suffering  and  the  only  too 
frequent  accompanying  distress  of  mind  of  a  family’s 
breadwinner  whose  state  of  health  no  longer  permits 
him  to  succour  his  dependents.  It  must  be  remembered, 
however,  that  with  the  full  complement  of  beds  available 
for  In-patients  and  all  other  Departments  working  at 
full  pressure,  the  resultant  increment  in  the  volume  of 
work  during  the  year  1933  will  necessitate  an  increased 
expenditure,  and  the  Committee  must  earnestly  call 
attention  to  the  imperative  need  for  new  and  increased 
subscriptions.

THE  OUT-PATIENT  DEPARTMENT 
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On  the  debit  side  of  the  accounts  reductions  are  to 
)e  observed  in  the  Institution’s  upkeep  corresponding  to 
the  decrease  in  activities  enforced  by  the  redecorative 
and  repair  work,  whilst  the  cost  of  “  Renewals  and 
Repairs  to  Building's  and  Plant  ”  naturally  show  an 
enormous  increase,  and  reasons  for  and  details  of  this 
arg-e  sum  of  ^1,385  16s.  lOd.  must  forthwith  be  quoted, 
lour  Committee  were  cognisant  for  many  years  that  the 
rather  dirty  state  of  the  internal  appearance  of  the 
Institution  was  by  no  means  likely  to  be  helpful  to 
those  seeking  cure  or  relief  within  its  walls,  and  it 
was  never  due  to  complacence  that  this  unfortunate  state 
of  affairs  was  left  unremedied  but  to  insufficiency  of 
funds  even  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Hospital’s  work. 
It  is  no  exaggeration  to  state  that  sections  of  the  Hospital 
had  not  been  redecorated  since  its  foundation,  and  repeated 
washing  had  removed  practically  all  paint  from  the 
surfaces.  Last  year,  therefore,  the  Committee  were  faced 
with  grave  risks  of  rapid  deterioration  of  fabric  due  to 
lack  of  protective  paint  and  sound  roofing,  danger  from 
perishing  electrical  wiring,  and  failure  of  the  thirty-two 
years  old  domestic  heating  boiler.  Immediate  action  was 
essential,  as  not  only  were  activities  under  such  conditions 
tap  idly  developing  into  an  absolute  impossibility,  but  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Hon.  Architect  delay  would  involve  a 
much  greater  outlay  in  future  years,  yet  still  no  funds 
were  available  for  so  extensive  an  undertaking,  which 
was  estimated  by  the  Honorary  Architect  to  cost  con¬ 
siderably  in  excess  of  ^1,000.  Here  was  the  Committee’s 
dilemma,  and  the  only  solution  was  to  be  found  in  again 
borrowing  ^1,000  from  the  Trustees,  increasing  the 
accumulated  debt  to  ^3,700.  This,  the  only  key  to  the 
enigma,  was  reluctantly  used  by  your  Committee,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  every  Governor  and  Subscriber  will  rally 
in  a  special  effort  to  liquidate  the  burden  of  this 
accumulated  debt  of  £3,700,  which  is  so  crushing  to 
an  Institution  boasting  of  so  small  a  reserve.

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It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  whilst  these 
exceptional  expenses  had  by  the  regulations  issued  by 
King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  for  London  to  be  included 
in  the  year’s  ordinary  expenditure,  such  costly  operations 
were  not  only  definitely  items  which  would  not  recur 

lor  many  years  hence,  but  also  would  prevent  an  annual 
expenditure  of  a  large  sum  on  repair  work  which  essentially 
could  have  been  only  of  a  temporary  and  most  un¬ 
satisfactory  nature.  Further,  the  Committee  desire  to 
emphasise  that  despite  its  extreme  urgency  they  would 
not  have  ventured  upon  this  scheme  had  it  not  been 

for  the  fact  that,  whilst  “  Investments  in  respect  of 
General  Purposes  ”  had  to  be  reduced  by  the  sum 

borrowed,  viz.,  ^1,000,  “  Investments  in  respect  of 

Hospital  Endowments  ”  were  increased  by  a  similar 
amount  as  a  result  of  the  Baron  Profumo’s  generous 
gesture  in  naming  a  bed,  to  which  special  reference  is 
made  later  in  this  report. 

Your  Committee  tender  their  hearty  thanks  to  Mr. 
A.  Burnett  Brown,  F.S.I.,  F.R.I.B.A.,  who  accepted  their 
invitation  to  serve  the  Hospital  as  Honorary  Architect, 
and  who  prepared  specifications  for  and  supervised  the 
whole  of  the  above-mentioned  work.  It  is  also  desired 
to  acknowledge  the  generosity  of  Cav.  Costantino  Secchi, 
who  again  came  to  the  Hospital’s  aid  by  supplying  and 
fixing  the  boiler  at  a  considerably  reduced  figure. 

Although  the  accounts  show  a  balance  of 
£lyl%8  5s.  Id.,  being  excess  of  total  expenditure  over 
total  income,  there  can  be  no  suggestion  of  extravagance, 
as  only  essential  expenditure  was  sanctioned  and  rigid 
economy  observed  throughout  the  year,  but  in  endeavour- 
mg  to  present  a  statistical  proof  of  the  Hospital’s 
economical  working  two  main  difficulties  are  encountered  : 
First,  the  enforced  curtailment  of  the  Institution’s  activities 
naturally  tended  to  increase  the  cost  per  patient,  since 
although  the  number  of  persons  treated  diminished,  little 
or  no  change  could  be  brought  about  in  overhead  charges. 
Secondly,  the  extraordinarily  heavy  cost  of  repairs  to 
the  fabric,  &c.,  renders  useless  for  comparative  purposes 
the  expenditure  under  the  heading  of  “  Establishment.” 
The  first  difficulty  cannot  be  overcome,  but  the  second 
can  be  remedied  by  statistical  costs  (i.e.,  the  total 
expenditure  less  the  cost  of  “  Establishment  ”  and 
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“  Finance  ”)  only  being  used  in  the  ensuing  calculations. 
Under  these  circumstances  the  saving  effected  was  no  mean 
achievement.

The  international  financial  situation  incited  the  Com¬ 
mittee  to  consider  the  disposal  of  certain  holdings,  and 
their  re-investment  in  other  securities.

It  is  anticipated  that  these  securities  will  yield  an 
annual  income  of  approximately  ^550,  as  against  ^'443 
from  the  holdings  of  which  your  Committee  disposed. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  by  the  31st  December 
the  market  value  of  the  new  holdings  was  ^10,745  4s.  2d., 
an  appreciation  of  ^71 ,346  11s.  Od. 

On  June  8th,  1932,  the  Hospital  sustained  a  tragic 
loss  in  the  sudden  passing  of  its  beloved  President,  His 
late  Excellency  Signor  Antonio  Chiaramonte  Bordonaro 
(Royal  Italian  Ambassador).  His  indefatigable  interest  in 
the  Hospital’s  welfare  and  his  attention  to  matters  of 
detail  were  unparalleled,  and  the  Committee,  at  a  special 
meeting,  paid  homage  to  the  memory  of  one  whose 
greatness  of  mind  and  character  caused  that  memory 
to  become  a  reality  which  will  ever  remain  the  dearly- 
cherished  possession  of  those  privileged  to  have  made  his 
acquaintance.  At  this  special  meeting  the  Chair  was 
taken  by  the  Vice-President,  the  Rt.  Hon.  Viscount 
FitzAlan  of  Derwent,  K.G.,  who  proposed  the  following 
Resolution,  which  was  seconded  by  the  Marchese  Bernardo 
Patrizi  : — 


The  Committee  of  Management  of  the  Italian 
Hospital  in  London  desire  to  place  on  record  their 
profound  grief  at  the  loss  the  Hospital  has  sustained 
bv  the  death  of  its  President,  His  Excellency  Antonio 
Chiaramonte  Bordonaro.  During  the  years  His 
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Excellency  was  Ambassador  in  this  country  he  never 
lailed  to  take  the  keenest  interest  in  the  Hospital, 
and  by  constant  and  persevering  efforts  he  personally 
took  the  initiative  in  organising  and  carrying  out  many 
projects  for  its  improvement  and  better  government. 
His  frequent  and  many  acts  of  kindness  will  always 
be  gratefully  treasured  by  all  wTho  had  the  privilege 

of  being  associated  with  him  in  working  for  the 
Hospital. 

Ihe  Committee  especially  wish  most  respectfully 
to  approach  the  bereaved  lady,  the  Donna  Diana, 
and  while  expressing  their  tribute  of  admiration  for 
her  illustrious  husband,  to  ask  her  to  accept  their 
heartfelt  sympathy  and  to  assure  her  of  their  earnest 
prayers  both  for  him  and  for  herself,  that  it  may 
please  God  to  strengthen  her  to  bear  the  heavy  burden 
of  this  overwhelming  sorrow  which  has  so  suddenly 
fallen  upon  her.” 

His  Lordship  added  that  of  necessity  there  must  be 
some  measure  of  formality  in  a  resolution  such  as  he 
had  proposed,  but  it  must  be  regarded  as  expressing  the 
real  grief  and  sorrow  of  the  Committee.  To  His  Majesty 
the  King  of  Italy,  the  Italian  Government,  to  the  Marches^ 
Patrizi  and  all  his  Italian  colleagues  in  this  country, 

the  Committee  desire  to  express  their  deepest  sympathy 
at  the  death  of  one  of  Italy’s  most  honoured  sons. 

\  our  Committee  decided  to  name  a  bed  in  memory  of 
the  late  president.  It  was  agreed  that  an  effort  be  made 
to  raise  50  guineas  annually,  and  in  the  event  of  any 

excess  over  the  required  sum  being  received  in  any 

given  year,  such  balance  be  carried  forward  to  the 

ensuing  year.  Accordingly,  as  £126  8s.  Od.  was  sub¬ 
scribed  during  1932,  the  instalment  of  £32  10s.  Od.  having 
been  paid,  £73  18s.  Od.  was  carried  forward  to  1933. 
An  earnest  appeal  is  hereby  made  to  all  friends  of  the 
late  Signor  Bordonaro  for  assistance  in  the  upkeep  ol 
this  memorial  to  the  Hospital’s  much-lamented  late 
President,  and  large  or  small  contributions  will  be  most 
gratefully  acknowledged  by  the  Committee.  As  an 
additional  mark  of  their  esteem  the  Committee  also  agreed 
to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  their  late  President  by  the 
display  of  a  suitable  plaque  in  the  Entrance  Hall  of  the 
Hospital. 
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Consequent  upon  the  death  of  the  President,  the 
Hospital  suffered  the  loss  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Ladies’ 
Committee  by  the  departure  from  this  country  of  the 
former  Ambassadress,  the  Donna  Diana  Chiaramonte 
Bordonaro.  Under  the  circumstances,  it  was  decided  that 
the  Ladies’  Committee  be  dissolved. 

Your  Committee  also  regret  to  report  that  the  late 
Hon.  Senior  Anaesthetist,  Cav.  Hugh  R.  Phillips,  J.P., 
M.D.,  passed  away  in  June  last.  He  had  faithfully  served 
the  Hospital  since  1902,  when  it  was  considered  the  increas¬ 
ing  surgical  work  demanded  the  appointment  of  a  second 
Anaesthetist.  In  the  year  1920  H.M.  the  King  of  Italy 
was  graciously  pleased  to  confer  upon  Dr.  Phillips  the 
decoration  of  Cavalier  of  the  Crown  of  Italy.  The  vacancy 
thus  created  was  filled  by  promotion,  and  Dr.  G. 
Hochschild  was  appointed  second  Hon.  Assistant 
Anaesthetist. 

The  Annual  Court  of  Governors  was  held  on 
Wednesday,  May  25th,  and  presided  over  by  the  late 
Ambassador.  This  proved  to  be  the  last  time  that  the 
Hospital  was  to  be  honoured  by  the  attendance  of  its 
late  President,  whom  the  Governors  then  entrusted  to 
appoint  two  Members  to  serve  upon  the  Committee 
of  Management  to  replace  the  two  Members  retiring  in 
accordance  with  Rule  No.  13.  Further  details  of  the 
proceedings  of  this  Court  are  published  on  page  no  50. 

Comm,  re  Col.  Gc  Mameli,  then  Italian  Charge 
d ’Affaires,  took  the  Chair  in  place  of  the  late  President 
at  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  of  Management  held  on 
June  15th,  and  suggested  the  re-election  for  the  ensuing 
year  of  the  Marchese  Bernardo  Patrizi  as  Chairman,  and 
Capt.  Edward  Last-Smith  as  Vice-Chairman.  This  course 
was  unanimously  adopted.  He  then  proposed  that  the 
vacancies  caused  by  the  retiring  members  (Comm  .re 
Adriano  Dingli  and  Dott.  Riccardo  Granata)  be  filled 
by  the  election  of  : — 

The  Lady  Howard  of  Penrith. 

Comm,  re  Dott.  J.  Nathan. 

Colonel  Mameli  added  that  “  such  elections  will  not 
only  secure  for  the  Hospital  two  highly  qualified  members 
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to  serve  upon  the  Committee,  but  will  be  the  first  step 
in  carrying-  out  the  wish  expressed  by  the  late  Ambassador 
that  there  should  be  a  closer  cooperation  between  the 
Hospital  and  Benevolent  Society.”  The  proposal  was  also 
passed  unanimously. 

Your  Committee  desire  to  record  with  profound 
appreciation  that  His  Excellency  the  Royal  Italian 
Ambassador,  Signor  Dino  Grandi,  on  his  appointment  to 
the  Court  of  St.  James,  was  pleased  to  accept  the 
Presidency  of  the  Hospital  in  succession  to  the  late 
Ambassador. 

Before  the  close  of  the  year  the  resignations  from 
the  Committee  of  Cav.  Uff.  Roberto  R.  Calburn,  and 
Comm,  re  A.  Joel  were  received  and  accepted  with  regret. 
Comm,  re  Dott.  Carlo  Camagna  (Secretary  of  the  Italian 
Fascio  di  Londra),  Cav.  B.  Calderoni  (President  of  the 
Italian  Co-operative  Club),  and  Cav.  F.  Hornyik  (retired 
Hospital  Secretary)  were  given  seats.  Cav.  F.  Hornyik 
was  also  appointed  Honorary  Secretary  in  recognition  of 
his  faithful  service  to  the  Hospital  since  1899,  both  during 
his  long  period  of  office  as  Secretary  and  since  his  retire¬ 
ment.  The  Honorary  Secretaryship  is  no  sinecure,  and 
Cav.  Hornyik’s  wide  administrative  experience  must  prove 
of  immense  value. 

Cav.  R.  Vicchi  Borghesi,  M.D.,  D. P.H.,  was  again 
re-appointed  Hon.  Surgical  Registrar  for  a  period  of  twelve 
months  from  January  1st.  1933. 

On  Thursday,  July  14th,  Mr.  Zachary  Cope,  F.R.C.S., 
accompanied  by  Capt.  Ellis  Nuttall,  visited  the  Hospital 
for  the  second  consecutive  year  as  Representative  of  King 
Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  for  London.  The  visitors,  who 
expressed  their  satisfaction  upon  learning  of  the  pending 
arrangements  for  establishment  repairs  and  redecorations, 
were  met  by  the  Chairman,  the  Marchese  Patrizi,  and 
Cav.  R.  Vicchi  Borghesi,  M.D. 

After  careful  deliberations  with  Comm .  re  Dott. 
Carlo  Camagna,  your  Committee  arranged  to  afford 
facilities  to  the  Italian  Fascio  di  Londra  for  the  con¬ 
ducting  at  the  Hospital  of  a  Free  Fascist  Clinic  for  Italian 
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Children.  It  was  agreed,  inter  alia ,  that  one  day  weekly 
the  entire  Out-patient  accommodation  be  placed  at  their 
disposal,  and  that  the  services  of  a  Dispenser,  Nurse, 
and  Registration  Officer  be  provided.  The  Fascio  intended 
to  inaugurate  this  Clinic  in  the  New  Year. 

The  Lady  Almoner  and  Registration  Officer,  Mrs. 
Raymond  Morgan,  A.C.C.S.,  resigned  in  November  upon 
her  appointment  as  Lady  Almoner  to  the  Hospital  of  St. 
John  and  St.  Elizabeth.  The  vacancy  was  filled  by  the 
appointment  of  Signorina  Maria  Reghenzani,  who  had 

been  connected  with  the  Hospital  for  the  past  two  and  a  half 
years. 

The  Committee  desire  to  record  their  deep  gratitude 
to  the  Baron  Albert  Profumo,  K.C.,  for  the  most  liberal 
help  he  gave  during  the  year,  including  the  sum  of  £l,000 
for  the  purpose  of  the  endowment  of  a  bed  in  memory  of 
his  father,-  to  Signor  Emilio  Scala  for  kindly  donating 
to  the  Provincial  Cinematograph  Theatres,  Ltd., 
tor  197  10s.  from  the  proceeds  of  Sunday  performances 
at  the  Palace  Cinema,  Kentish  Town;  to  the  Trustees 
of  Smith’s  (Kensington  Estate)  Charities  for  £100;  to 
the  Italian  Co-operative  Club  for  £60 ;  to  the  Metropolitan 
Electric  Supply  Co.,  Ltd,  for  £52  10s.  ;  and  to  Signora 
R.  Allatim  and  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Delmar  Charitable 
I  rust  for  their  contributions  of  £25.  The  latter  was 

received  through  the  Vice-Chairman,  Capt.  Edward  Last- 
Smith.

Once  again  the  Committee  must  express  their  sincere 
thanks  for  the  professional  services  of  the  Honorary 
Medical  Staff,  and  of  the  Sisters  of  the  Community  of 
St.  Vincent  de  Paul  for  their  loving  care  of  the  inmates 
(and  would  especially  acknowledge  the  signal  services  of 
Sister  Dispenser  and  Sister  Housekeeper  in  helping  to 
reduce  expenditure  to  a  minimum  compatible  with 
efficiency.)  Sincere  thanks  are  also  tendered  to  the  Honorary 
Solicitors  (Messrs.  Francis  Miller  &  Steele),  and  to  the 
Auditor,  R.  Freame  Baker,  Esq.,  F.C.A.  Special 
gratitude  is  also  due  and  hereby  offered  to  the  Italian 
and  British  Press  (special  recognition  being  given  to 
“  l’ltalia  Nostra  ”),  and  to  all  contributors  and  friends 
who  have  shown  innumerable  kindnesses,  of  which 
individual  mention  would  be  impossible. 

Finally,  the  Committee  wish  to  place  on  record  their 
great  appreciation  of  the  services  of  their  Secretary, 
Mr.  E.  R.  Hanchet,  who  has  worked  so  hard  during  the 
year  to  ensure  the  success  of  the  Hospital. 

Before  concluding  this  Report,  the  Committee  desire 
briefly  to  dwell  upon  the  outlook  for  the  year  1933,  and 
it  is  a  lamentable  fact  that  an  investigation  of  the  budget 
cannot  be  made  without  considerable  apprehension  and 
anxiety.  It  is  estimated  that  a  full  year’s  working 
without  impediment  in  any  department  will  cost  ^7,600, 
whereas  it  is  observed  that  ordinary  income  during  tne 
year  under  review  produced  almost  ^1,000  less  than 
the  amount  which  will  be  required.  In  addition,  money 
is  urgently  required  to  provide  a  much-needed  bathroom 
for  the  use  of  the  four  Private  Patients’  Rooms.  The 
gravity  of  the  sb^Pon  is  onlv  *00  palpable  when  with 
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an  estimated  deficit  of  ^1,300  and  an  oppressive  debt 
of  ^3,700,  further  encroachment  on  the  Hospital’s  small 
reserves  would  be  calamitous.  Not  unmindful  of  the 
present  day  financial  stress,  nor  of  the  unattractive  picture 
they  have  been  compelled  to  present,  your  Committee 
are  nevertheless  convinced  that  by  concerted  efforts  of 
Governors,  subscribers  and  friends  to  give  practical  expres¬ 
sion  of  that  sympathy  which  is  within  their  hearts,  the 
Hospital’s  international  healing  hand  shall  not  fail  to 
reach  out  tc  the  sons  and  daughters  of  all  nations, 
many  of  whom  may  stand  upon  the  very  brink  of  the 
abyss  of  _some  incurable  complaint. 

Surely  the  true  philanthropy  of  the  Italian  Hospital 
will  receive  from  the  Great  Father  of  mankind  His  blessing 
and  protection  in  the  future.

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Prima  di  esaminare  le  diversi  voci  del  Bilancio,  il  vostro 
Consiglio  desidera  esprimere  la  sua  profonda  gratitudine  ai 
molti  amici  dell’Ospedale,  per  il  generoso  e  leale  aiuto  dato. 
Malgrado  l’inasprirsi  della  crisi  mondiale  la  generosita  dei 
Governatori  e  dei  sottoscrittori  ha  piii  che  giustificato 
1  opinione  espressa  dal  Consiglio  in  merito  alia  impossibility, 
di  ulteriori  riduzioni  e  economie  che  avrebbero  potuto  sola- 
mente  apportarsi  a  scapito  dell’efficienza  dell’Istituto.

Da  anni  era  noto  al  vostro  Consiglio  che  le  condizioni 
di  pu  izia  deli  Ospedale  lasciavano  a  desiderare,  cio  che  certa- 
mente  non  giovava  a  coloro  che  cercavano  conforto  fra  le  sue 
mura.  Non  fu  certa  l’indifferenza  dei  dirigenti  ma  la  man- 
canza  di  fondi  insufficienti  perfino,  a  far  fronte  alle  spese 
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ordinarie,  die  impcdi  di  rimediare  prima  di  ora  a  questo 
intelice  stato  di  cose.  Si  pud  dire  senza  esagerazione  che 
alcune  parti  non  crano  state  mai  ridipinte  dalla  fondazione 
dell’Ospedale  e  a  torza  di  lavare  le  pareti,  crano  scomparse 
tutte  le  traccic  di  vernice.  Percid,  nel  corso  dell’anno,  il 
Consig-lio  si  trovd  diannanzi  al  grave  rischio  di  un  rapido 
deterioramento  del  fabbricato  anche  per  danni  riscontrati  nel 
tetto,  e  per  difetti  delPimpianto  elettrico  e  di  riscaldamento, 
essendo  ancora  in  uso  una  caldaia  istallata  oltre  30  anni  fa. 
S’imponcva  percid  un  provvedimento  immediato,  non  solo 
perchd  in  tali  condizioni  l’efficienza  stessa  dell’Istituto  era 
in  pericolo,  ma  anche  perchd  secondo  l’opinione  dell’Archi- 
tetto  qualsiasi  ulteriore  ritardo  avrebbe  importato  indefinitiva 
una  spesa  maggiore.  La  spesa  per  questi  lavori  venne  pre- 
ventivata  dall’Architetto  a  oltre  mille  sterline,  che  non  erano 
disponibili.  Di  fonte  a  questo  dilemma,  il  Consiglio  non  ha 
potuto  far  altro  che  chiedere  in  prestito  ai  “  Trustees  ”  mille 
sterline  che  essendo  state  accordate  hanno  portato  il  debito 
dell’Ospedale  alia  cifra  di  Lst.  3,700.  Questa  soluzione  del 
problema  d  stata  adottata  dal  Consiglio,  con  grande  rilut- 
tanza  ed  d  sperabile  che  i  Governatori  e  gli  Oblatori  si  senti- 
ranno  da  questo  spinti  a  mettersi  in  nobile  gara  per  permet- 
terci  di  regolare  questo  debito  di  Lst.  3,700  che  d  particolar- 
mente  oneroso  per  unTstituto  che,  come  il  nostro,  dispone  di 
capitali  propri  cosi  limitati.

In  Consiglio  ringrazia  cordialmente  il  Signor  A.  Burnett 
Brown,  F.S.I.,  F.R.I.B.A.,  che  ha  gentilmente  accettato 
l’invito  di  prestare  i  suoi  servizi  a  favore  dell’Ospedale  come 
Architetto  Onorario,  e  ha  pertanto  fissato  i  preventivi  ed 
esercitato  la  sua  personale  sorveglianza  sui  lavori  sopramen- 
zionati.

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Annual  Court  of  Governors 


Held  at  the  Hospital,  Wednesday,  May  25th,  1932,  at 
3  p.m. 


The  Chair  was  taken  by  the  President,  His  Excellency 
the  Royal  Italian  Ambassador,  who  presided  over  an 
assembly  of  about  40  Governors  and  Subscribers. 

Seven  apologies  for  absence  were  received. 

The  President,  in  proposing  the  adoption  of  the  Annual 
Report  and  Audited  Accounts  stated  that,  as  he  had  antici¬ 
pated,  the  closing  of  15  beds  had  caused  a  reduction  in  the 
number  of  In-patients  treated  during  1931,  but  the  increase 
in  the  work  of  the  Out-patient  Department  proved  that  the 
Hospital  met  a  great  need.  His  Excellency  pointed  out  that, 
compared  with  the  year  1929,  the  Accounts  showed  that  a 
saving  of  almost  p£3,000  had  been  achieved,  and  after  having 
expressed  thanks  to  the  organisers  of  the  various  entertain¬ 
ments,  stated  that  it  was  his  desire  that  similar  entertain¬ 
ments  should  be  held  jointly  for  the  Hospital  and  the 
Benevolent  Society.  The  Marchese  Bernardo  Patrizi  in 
seconding  the  proposal,  having  observed  that  he  regretted 
that  it  had  not  been  possible  to  invest  the  sum  of 
1,164  13s.  7d.  received  from  legacies,  as  the  financial 
position  of  the  Hospital  made  it  necessary  to  utilise  this  for 
general  purposes,  said  that  over  50  per  cent,  of  the  patients 
treated  in  the  Hospital  were  British  subjects,  and  that  it 
was  obvious  that  the  restrictions  at  present  in  force  would 
rapidly  reduce  the  Italian  colony  in  London  ;  therefore,  on 
the  grounds  of  an  ever-increasing  percentage  of  British 
patients,  the  Italian  Hospital  must  look  for  an  increase  in 
the  support  already  so  generously  represented  by  British 
benevolence. 
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It  was  then  unanimously  resolved  that  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  of  Management  and  the  Audited  Accounts  for 
1931  be  adopted. 

On  the  motion  by  the  Rt.  Hon.  Viscount  FitzAlan  of 
Derwent,  K.G.,  seconded  by  Cav.  B.  Calderoni,  it  was  unani¬ 
mously  resolved  that  the  dutiful  thanks  of  the  Governors  be, 
and  are  hereby,  tendered  to  the  Royal  Italian  Government 
for  the  annual  subsidy  of  ^200  to  the  Hospital. 

Comm.  Nobile  Alessandro  de  Probizer,  Royal  Italian 
Consul-General,  proposed,  Cav.  Andrew  S.  Currie,  M.D., 
seconded,  and  it  was  unanimously  resolved  that  the  election 
of  Governors  to  serve  upon  the  Committee  of  Management 
in  place  of  those  retiring  in  accordance  with  Rule  No.  13  be 
left  in  the  hands  of  the  President. 

Votes  of  thanks  were  then  unanimously  recorded  to  the 
Governors  of  King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  for  London,  the 
Metropolitan  Hospital  Sunday  Fund,  “  Alexandra  Day  ” 
Committee,  the  Hospital  Saturday  Fund,  the  Hospital  Saving 
Association  and  to  the  Press  (Italian  and  British). 

Sir  Aldo  Castellani,  K.C.M.G.,  M.D.,  F.R.C.P.,  pro¬ 
posed,  Captain  Edward  Last-Smith  seconded,  and  it  was 
unanimously  resolved  that  the  dutiful  thanks  of  the 
Governors  be,  and  are  hereby,  tendered  to  His  Excellency 
the  Royal  Italian  Ambassador  for  the  honour  of  his  presence 
in  the  Chair  on  this  occasion. 

The  President  having  briefly  acknowledged  this  resolu¬ 
tion,  declared  the  proceedings  closed.
